W ater nuil W hisky — Local Option One 
way to Siifipress Intem perance. 


E d it o r H e r a l d : — A ll quiet, no 
lights, weddings, cholera or sma' • 
pox, not even a drunk for a week. 
Crops are looking flue, and bid fair 
for an abundant harvest. The gr a 
cry am ong the farmers at present is 
water, water! water!! notw ithstand­ 
ing there is more w ater in the rivers 
tins year than u-nal; hut for the want 
of some system of regulating our irri­ 
gating ditches, some men get all t i e 
water, while others get none. 
Our 
Legislature passed an Act, at its last 
session, to regulate irrigation in a por­ 
tion of this county, which is just 
about as incomprehensible as a hoop 
w ith neither head nor tail, side, end or 
bottom, leaving all the discretion in 
Ihe hands of t ho people, and at the 
same time denying a portion of our 
citizens the constitutional right of 
suffrage in all questions subm itted to 
ttie people for tiieir votes. 


LOCAL O PTIO N 
Is the all-absorbing topic at present, 
and well it should be, for it is a set­ 
tled fact th a t the intem perate use of 
intoxicating drinks is a growing evil. 
The question of how can this evil be 
abated is one which is worthy the a t­ 
tention of every one who lias the in­ 
terest of the com m unity at large at 
heart. 
But the question that suggests 
itself toour mind is legislative, pro­ 
hibitory, restrictive or coercive laws, 
the best means of accomplishing tin* 
desired end, we think. 
Take the his­ 
tory of the past thirty years of those 
States th at have been experim enting 
in prohibitory whisky laws, and you 
will find th at the intem perate use of 
liquors has steadily increased in a 
greater proportion in those places, 
than in places whore they have either 
had free trade or license to retail; at 
the time of the passage of tiie first 
Maine liquor law K ing Bacchus was 
1 >(it an infant, wrapped in his swad- 
ling clothes, th a t no person either 
feared or dreaded, except the descend­ 
ants of Blue Law m aking families of 
New England, and through tiieir per­ 
secutions of the young child lie was 
fed with the invigorating nourishment 
of the principles of a free government, 
and on that the child has grown to b.> 
a m ighty king, a power in the land. 
W e do not charge upon all the advo­ 
cates of Local Option as wishing or 
desiring to do a wrong. They are 
honest in their intentions for good, 
hut they are greatly mistaken in the 
effect th a t will be produced by the 
adoption of that and all other prohih- 
-itory whisky laws. 
History and the 
statistics of the world will furnish 
abundant proof that in countries where 
they have no prohibitory laws, intox­ 
ication and confirmed drunkards are 
less frequent than in any of those 
countries where they have prohibitory 
laws. 
As we have shown th at the 
child was taken in infancy and has 
grown strong and robust under perse­ 
cution, we suggest a plan th at we be­ 
lieve, if properly carried out, will in a 
few years starve Mm, with all of his 
armies, without the loss of a single 
man. 
First, we would repeal all laws 
requiring duties, licenses, revenues or 
taxes on intoxicating liquors of all 
kinds or nature whatever—let it be a-> 
near free as water as possible. Ai cl 
w hat would be the result. 
It would 
be so cheap that men could not afford 
to traffic in it. 
I nstead of haying one 
hundred ami fifty groceries in your 
city, you would probably have one or 
two. 
-And the millions of dollars 
now invested in the tialfic would lie 
used in building railroads and other 
beneficial investments that would tend 
to develop the country and make it a 
desirable place to live and rear a fam ­ 
ily. 
W e verily believe th a t if the 
w ater t hat runs in your beautiful river 
of L os Angeles was changed into good, 
pure whisky, and as free as the water 
is now, there would not be as much of 
it drank daily as there is at present in 
your saloons. 
It is 1 ke any other ar­ 
ticle of merchandise. Take, for in­ 
stance, tlie article of calico or muslin. 
W hen it is down to eight or ten cents 
je r yard, m erchants do not care to 
deal in it, because there is no profit to 
he made. 
But put it up to twenty- 
live or thirty cents per yard, and 
they do not care to sell anything else, 
because of the profit; and so through 
the whole catalogue of articles of mer­ 
chandise. 
But, says one, your plan 
cannot be put in operation for the 
reason of the immense revenues 


FROM D U T IE S ON LIQ U O R S 
To the Government. T hat may he 
true; hut th at is no argum ent against 
the theory of the plan, and we only 
have to say th at if a government has 
to resort to the perpetration of intoler­ 
able misery on its people in order to 
raise money, the sooner it is revolu­ 
tionized the better. 
W e are of the 
opinion th a t legislatures of States have 
experimented long enough w ith those 
prohibitory liquor laws, in m any cases 
for popularity am ong the descendants 
of that family before referred to. 
It is

failed to accomplish the ends desired,

. ..i 1,09 Angeles, and but few 
n luis valley, need bo told that Los 
Nietos is situated at the present term ­ 
inus of the railroad running out from 
this city in the direction of Anaheim. 
The country around this thriving lit­ 
tle town is already well known to be 
rich as crows ever fly over; it is thick­ 
ly settled, and the greater portion of 
it under cultivation. The San Ga­ 
briel river irrigates the entire area 
and the products of the soil are so va­ 
ried and gigantic that only seeing is 
believing. Those at a distance read­ 
ing of these things are apt to sneer at 
them as fancy sketches, when every­ 
body here is well aware that we are 
compelled to suppress and tone down 
our facts about the wonderful produc­ 
tions of our soil in order to get them 
within the pale of possibilities, as ad­ 
mitted by the mind of the Eastern res­ 
ident. It is just in the center of one 
of the many rich settlements to be 
found all over Los Angeles Valley 
where t hey grow three or four crops per 
year that Los Nietos is located. 
It is 
an excellent site, and will become a 
beautiful little town. A large-hall is 
nearly completed, and will soon be 
ready for the use of the various socie­ 
ties that purpose converting its second 
floor into a lodge. A hotel, which 
will cost about S10,000, is about being 
commenced, and will bo ready for 
guests inside of three months. ¡¡Sev­ 
eral business houses are already doing 
a prosperous trade and some twentv- 
fiye dwelling houses are occupied. 
Many new houses are in course of 
construction. 
Lots are sold very 
cheap, considering their size, location 
and the character of the soil. Sixteen 
blocks are already laid oil”.

block contains about four acres. The 
streets are sixty feet wide, and the 
lots, which are seventy feet by one

Judge M. D. C r a w f o r d , who is gen­ 
eral superintendent for the sale of 
town property, informs us that corner 
lots are sol i for $150 and the others for 
$100 each. It will be seen that these 
lots are large enough for a small farm, 
and when it is known that the soil is 
so moist and rich that trees and every­ 
thing grow without irrigation, all will 
understand that Los Nietos is a very 
desirable place in which to purchase a 
piece of land. 


T h e dispatches this morning an­ 
nounce that an attempt was made to 
assassinate B i s m a r c k while out rid­ 
ing yesterday. The ball tired by a 
young man at the roadside passed 
through one of his arms. In a speech 
made by B i s m a r c k in Berlin yester­ 
day he said it was the cause lie repre­ 
sented, and not himself, that the as­ 
sassin aimed at. A young Catholic 
had been arrested as the man who 
fired the shot, and a priest had also 
been arrested on a suspicion of being 
an accessory before the fact. 
So far, 
the evidence is not cone usive that 
either the youth who fired the shot or 
those who counseled the assassination 
are under arrest. Great excitement 
prevails in Berlin, and under almost 
any Government except that of Em ­ 
peror W i l l i a m , terrible scenes might 
bo enacted. As it is, no riots need be 
apprehended.

He had 
uoa that any portion of the com­ 
munity would avail itself of the privi­ 
lege the law gave for cutting ofT the 
retail liquor business; so he did not 
trouble himself about the details of 
the law, and it was not until the No­ 
license vote began to be heard of in 
every direction from our friend's home 
that he thought of studying the main 
points of Local Option. He soon dis­ 
covered the five-gallon clause, and 
almost instantaneously with t lie dis­ 
covery came the knowledge that while 
the arrangement was of a nature that 
did not interfere with the inclination 
of the rich man or the gentleman of 
moderate means to get as drunk as a 
lord or an alderman, it certainly did 
militate somewhat against the com­ 
fort of the poor man, who could not 
purchase five gallons of whisky ex­ 
cept where his credit was good, which 
it seldom is anywhere. When this 
peculiarity of the law had been made 
apparent to Mr. M c C a r t y , there was 
some profane language scattered about 
and Local Option lost half a dozen 
vot es in that immediate neighborhood. 
The rich man can buy his five gallons 
of fine old rye and take it home. If 
he gets as drunk as a policeman that 
is all right, but the poor fellow who 
works all week for ten dollars cannot 
purchase five gallons of whisky, and 
the law denies his right to purchase it 
by the glass. Mr. M c C a r t y says it’s 
hardly fair on the poor man. 


A r k a n s a s lias just elected delegates 
to a Constitutional Convention. As 
usual there are a number of the citi­ 
zens of that peaceful law-abiding 
State, dissatisfied with the result of 
this last election, as the}’ have been 
with every election which they did 
not control, and of course there is 
trouble about Little ldock. Factions 
are gathering tlicir forces for a trial at 
arms. The State militia is once more 
in the field, and pretty soon National 
troops will be necessary to save the 
State Government. 
There is some­ 
thing wrong down about Little Rock. 
There appears to be a great many con­ 
flicting elements down there. It is 
doubtful in our mind if quiet is ever 
restored about Little Rock until after 
there have been several very respecta­ 
ble funerals in that vicinity.

A Plan to Beat Whisky. 


“ F r e e T r a d e ,” a I I e r a l b corres­ 
pondent, writing from Gallatin, lias a 
severe, and we fear a confluent, attack 
of Local Option. Our blue pencil left 
its mark over many passages referring 
to the old Connecticut blue laws, as 
well as some uncomplimentary allu­ 
sions to the people who reached the 
continent by the first trip of that slow 
sailing tub, The Mayflower, and we 
found it necessary to ward off an 
occasional dig at those good people 
who hanged an Indian for hoeing his 
corn on Sunday, and afterwards went 
extensively into the business of witch 
burning. The fact is “ Free Trade” 
exhibits too much feeling against the 
prohibitionists of New England. As 
a general thing the more earnest a 
man is the more radical he becomes. 
The correspondent is, himself, proof of 
this. He is so earnest in his convic­ 
tions that Legislative prohibition will 
not prevent whisky-drinking, that lie 
denounces those who differ with him 
on the subject as fanatics. An honest 
man’s opinion is entitled to respect 
though it is the opposite of our owr. 
“ Free Trade’s ” plan for destroying 
the liquor tiade is entitled to the merit 
of originality, if nothing more. M'e 
may, however, remind him that the 
same line of policy would reduce the 
value of gold, and more or less affect 
the market value of nearly every arti­ 
cle of commerce.

By request, Judge W idney m ade a 
statem ent to the Board in reference to 
the Spring and Sixtli Street Railroad. 
The road cost about $ 11,000; some, $6,­ 
000 of stock lias been paid up and ex­ 
pended, and the company lias $5,000 
indebtedness, aside front tlio capital 
stock. The company lias §5,000 wortli 
of stock still on its hands toeover out­ 
side obligations. On the first day of 
its operation the road carried 125 p as­ 
sengers; on tlio Fourtli of July, 475; 
on each of the several week days since 
from ¿10 to 280. and the highest num ­ 
ber last Sunday, which was 515. 
The 
car had carried as many as sixty pas­ 
sengers at one time. The average is 
300 per day. Three horses arc em ­ 
ployed, working each five hours daily, 
anti th a t without overtasking them. 
At the present rate of patronage the 
road will pay a dividend of one per 
cent, per moiith on its capital stock. 
The Board then adjourned to meet 
again this evening. 


Ccmpiott and Vicin iy. 


C ontinued from yesterday's issue. 
Crossing to the west side of the rail­ 
road, into the valley of Compton prop­ 
er, we made a tour of several miles 
around and.west of the town, taking 
in our route about as much as we had 
on the ea t side, stopping octadonally 
to take observations of the soil, water 
supply, crops, etc., and these arc the 
results which we briefly gained: This 
is a perfectly level but high country, 
lying as beautifully as land can lie, 
giving a view almost as far as tlie vis­ 
ion eiftt reach over us lovely a region 
as pen can picture. The soil here 
changes to a hard, sandy soil, ap­ 
proaching more toward the adobe soil, 
yet far from the adobe; in color, of a 
ittisit east between the light sandy 
loam and the hard black adobe. 
W e 
see at once by the immense growth of 
vegetation, and splendid crops, th a t it 
lias lost none of its fertility. 
But 
here, unlike the land on the east side, 
irrigation is necessary'for the growth 
and m aturity of most crops except 
barley. 
Tlio 
soil 
is 
so 
rich 
that 
if 
barley 
is 
irrigated 
it 
grows 
so 
rank 
us 
to 
lodge 
and become worthless. 
Corn some­ 
times matures here without irrigation. 
Here are barley fields which have 
yielded three good crops, tiiree suc­ 
cessive years, w ith one seeding—two 
volunteer crops having been produced, 
the second one, the third year from the 
seeding, giving forty to fifty bushels 
to tile acre. 
W here else can this be 
done? 
Where can this be beaten? 
We ask our Eastern friends what they 
think of such facts ? There are spots 
here where artesian wells are not a suc­ 
cess; but where water isstruek,the flow 
is gie iter titan those before mentioned, 
some being carried up fourteen or fif­ 
teen feet above the surface and then 
giving a flow of more than one inch 
in a-seven-inch pipe. 
Now, suppose 
erne such well Is sunk every mile; ihey 
will supply a settler on every forty 
acres of land with more water than lie 
can utilize. The immediate neighbor­ 
hood in which Mr. Compton resides, 
one m ile east of the village, does not 
use one-tenth part of the water supply 
and here are but few wells. 
Mr. C. 
told us that water enough is lost from 
the wells now sunk in sight of His 
place to irrigate 1,000 acres of corn, 
a d this product requires a great deai 
c f water. The average depth of wells 
here is about 130 feet. W e passed over 
and were shown tracts of forty acres, 
fifty, sixty, eighty, and even as high 
as 3,000 acres, all for sale and wailing 
for the industrious husbandman to 
bring out their undeveloped and al­ 
most untold wealth. 
Fruits of all kinds, as far as tested 
here, have proved a perfect success, as 
we will presently show. These lauds, 
as well as those described east of the 
railroad, are owned principally by 
capitalists in Los Angeles, am ong 
whom are Gov. Downey, Mr, I. \V. 
H eilm an, F. P. F. Temple, Esq., and 
are held at from ten to thirty dollars 
per aere,choice forty-acre lots reaching 
tHe last figure, while a two or three 
thousand-acre tract for colonization 
purposes can be bought for ten to 
twe.ve and a half dollars per acre. 
Now. can a company of fifty or sixty 
families do better than to lonn a col­ 


ony, purchase one of these three thous­ 
and-acre tracts w ithin two or three 
miles of the depot at Compton, sink 
their wells, plant their trees,and a ta n 
expense of a few hundred dallara each, 
m ake themselves homos th at in five 
years’ tim e a prince m ight envy? A 
tract of 2,700 acres was shown us, a 
portion of which we passed over, with 
three iplendid artesian wells on the 
tract, sunk for stock purposes, and this 
can lit* bought for twelve and a half 
dollars per acre. Adjoining is a two 
thousand-acre tract, which will lie sub­ 
divided if desiretl and sold in any quan­ 
tity to suit purchasers. 
Farmers do 
not think it good policy to crowd their 
lands, their crops or themselves by a 
succession of crops the same season. 
It 
can 
be 
done 
all 
through 
this 
region, 
as 
tlio 
climate 
is 
so 
changeless — the 
seasons 
so 
unmarked, except as wet and dry; 
hut they consider one good crop in 
one year, 
with 
some 
exceptions, 
enough. 
We made several estimates 
of tile value of the products per acre 
taking the staple products, and we 
found them to average $50 per acre, 
and tlio cost of seeding, cultivation, 
harvesting and marketing, about $13 
per acre, leaving a net profit to the 
produc r of $35 per acre. Thus we 
sec th a t a man can pay $35 per acre 
for lítese best lands and in a good sea­ 
son like the present, he will pay for 
his land and pay for raising his crops, 
on every acre lie cultivates. W e wish 
now to take our readers, in im agina­ 
tion, into Mr. Compton’s llower yard, 
garden, nursery and fruit orchard, 
and siiow them w hat we saw, where 
live or six years ago grew nothing Hut 
the wild grasses and tlowers. 
H e lias 
nine varieties of grapes, bearing as 
full as we ever saw vines; the wood 
making an annual growth sometimes 
of twenty-live feet. 
H ete are orange 
and lemon trees six years from the 
seed whoso trunks measure eleven 
inches in circumference; 
chestnut 
trees four years old bearing full; fig 
trees one year old bearing, and two- 
year-old trees bearing the second crop 
this season; two-year-old apple trees 
breaking down with fruit; one-year- 
old peach trees bearing. 
H e picks 
strawberries every m onth in the year 
from his vines, but the strawberry 
season ranges from February to July. 
He lias one 
hundred 
varieties of 
flowers 
in 
His 
yard, 
and 
we 
counted twenty varieties of fruits 
viz: 
apple, pear, peach, prune, fig, 
apricot, chestnut, lime, almond, or­ 
ange, lemon, grape, raspberry, black­ 
berry, goosebery, currant, strawberry, 
pomegranate, English 
w alnut and 
black mulberry. 
His currant bushes 
this year, three years old from the cut­ 
tings, are yielding 
seven to nine 
pounds to tiie bush. 
We ask the 
reader to estimate the value of one of 
such bushes at twenty to twenty-five 
cents per pound. 
H e has a young 
nursery of 12,000apple trees,sixteen va­ 
rieties, the grafts being brought from 
Illinois last Fall and set iu the soil in 
early W inter, standing two to three 
feet high and lias not in all lost over 
five per cent. 
Mr. C. had to carry t le 
water of his artesian well up fourteen 
feet, and there it is discharged into a 
tank with a flow of over one and one- 
half inches. 
From the appearance of 
the places in this neighborhood tliis is 
only a fair sample of the homesteads 
of the people in and around Compton. 
We trust our readers will excuse us for 
going so fully into detail in these arti­ 
cles, describing our tour of observa­ 
tions embracing this section of say 
two or three miles north and south 
and four or live.miles east and west of 
Compton. 
Believing in tHe motto: 
“ W uat man lias done, man can do,” 
we wish to show w hat tlio settler can 
now do, by representing fairly w hat 
lias been done by these settlers under 
many disadvantages, whicn the new­ 
comer now will not encounter, and ho 
will here find as good society as can be 
found in any country place; and lie is 
in close proxim ity to a sciiool, church 
and store, and is within about a liaif- 
liour’s ride of Los Angeles city. G. D. 
Compton lias the sale of most of these 
unsold lands.
